Italian colony in the past 
four 
years. 
Arrest in New York of Bartola 
Fontana, former 
Detroit 
barber, 
and information he gave concern­ 
ing the murder of eight Italians 
here, led local authorities to believe 
some light might be shed on the 
seventy killings, wiiich have been 
reported in the Italian colony here 
since 1917. 
Fortana, it was said, is not known 
to the authorities here, but they 
believe he may be a Fontana, form­ 
erly about Detroit. 
Local crimes, 
which Fontana detailed to the New 
York police ranged over a period 
extending from the latter part of 
1917 to May this year. 
All of the victims were shot to 
death, and in each instance the 
slayer escaped. Two murders have 
occurred in the Italian colony here 
within the last month and three 
men are under arrest In connec­ 
tion with one. 
Several stores, owned by Italians 
have been bombed recently, but in 
each instance 
owners 
disclaimed 
any knowledge of the identity of 
those involved.
